Their flavoi 
is quite smilar and any recipe call- 
ing for one may. have the other sub- 
stituted provided it is. more easily ob 
tainable. ; 

The blueberry is extremely popular 
with many. A number of jars on the 
eraengency shelf wily be a valuable 
asset to any housew'fe. The minerals 
and salts’ of the berries combined 
with the quick-energy ‘furnished by 
the sugar, make a dish of huckleber- 
ries or blueberies healthful as wel? as 
delicious. 


Huckleberry Conserve 


2 eups huckleberries 

2 cups tart apple, diced 
3 cups sugar 

% cup nut meats, chopped

Equal measures of blueberries and 
crab apples may be used, or one-th rd 
as much of the berries as crab ap- 
ples, Remove the cores from the crab 
apples and pare them.

Add the 
berries and the sugar, using two- 
thirds as much sugar as fruit, by mea 
sure.
